Marin National Guard Unit 
Readies For 'Minuteman' Alert 


"Operation 
M inuteman” 
may 
strike Marin at any day or hour. 
And when it comes, one of the 
county’s defense posts will spring 
into action by full use of its radar 
equipment and 90 mm. antiair­ 
craft guns. 
However, 
"Operation 
Minute- 
m an” won’t be a real attack on 
the county by enemy forces—in­ 
stead, it will be a test of the Na­ 
tional Guard units in Marin and 
across the country. 
In Marin, it will involve the 
men of D Battery, 728th Antiair­ 
craft Battalion, and their base 
high on the waterfront hills be­ 
tween Corte Madera and Tiburon. 
In all, 40 men are assigned to the 
battery. 
Only 13 Guardsmen are on full­ 


time duty on the base while the 
remainder have jobs and report 
for training each Monday night. 
The alert will be flashed across 
the country by radio and tele­ 
vision and touch off the giant one- 
day test alert for Army and Air 
National Guard units. 
When it is sounded, all members 
of D Battery will leave their jobs 
and go to the base where they will 
man the radar and AAA guns. 
"We welcome this test alert,” 
said Capt. Walter L. Linnell of 
Corte Madera, commander of the 
battery. “It will give us a splendid j 
opportunity to test the speed and j 
efficiency with which our unit can 
be mobilized in event of an emer­ 
gency.” 
A secondary purpose, he added, 


is to give the people of Marin an 
opportunity to see how the unit 
trains, and the potential value 
of this training to community, 
state or nation in an emergency. 
In all, nearly 400,000 Guards­ 
men in some 2,200 communities 
throughout the United States, the 
District of Columbia, Alaska and 
Puerto Rico will take part in the 
alert. 
Exact time of the alert will be 
kept secret until the nationwide 
announcement is made. 
The test will also serve as a pre­ 
liminary for the annual two-week 
training session of the battery to 
start on July 9. One week of the 
session will be held at the Tiburon 
base while the second week will be 
spent at Camp Irwin. Barstow.

For Vaccinations 


T w o major < hanges in the 
schedule for Salk polio vaccine 
shots 
for 
Marin 
youngsters 
were expected today by the Ma-1 
rin Health Department. They 
were: 


1. A one-week delay in the) 
first vaccinations. Dr. Carolyn 
Albrecht, county health offi­ 
cer, said she believed April 25 j 
would he the earliest date that 
the first shots could be given. 
2. I he National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis will pro­ 
vide vaccine for only two oi 
the necessary three-shot series. 
The changes resulted from a 
telegram received late yesterday 
by Dr. Albrecht frcm Dr. Malcolm 
Merrill, state director of public 
health. The telegram reads: 
“State health department en­ 
dorses new National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis plan for 
two injections of vaccine (accord­ 
ing) to the schedule as recom­ 
mended by (Dr. Jonas) Salk. In ­ 
tervals between injections to be at 
least two weeks. 
“The National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis will not pro­ 
vide third injection now or later.” 
The foundation 
"advises that 
vaccine orders are being place'd 
with m anufacturers today (Thurs­ 
day); delivery date in California 
is still uncertain. Department will 
advise you further on delivery as 
soon as information is available 
to us. Method of adjustm ent to a 
two-dose schedule to be decided 
by local health officer.” 
Because of a work stoppage in 
a St. Louis plant manufacturing 
hypodermic needles, a short sup­ 
ply of syringes and the uncertain 
delivery date of the vaccine, the 
delay in the shots is expected. 
“As it looks now,” said Dr. Al­ 
brecht, “the earliest possible date 
that we can give the first injec­ 
tion is on Monday, April 25.” 
She 
noted 
that needles 
and 
syringes have been offered by hos­ 
pitals m the county, but said the 
entire vaccination program would 
require an extremely large supply. 
If the first series of shots is 
started on Apnl 25, the second 
will be started on May 23, ob­ 
serving the four-week interval as 
recommended by Dr. Salk. He sug­ 
gested that the third inoculation 
be given not sooner than seven 
months after the second. 
Originally, 
the county health 
department planned a one-week 
interval between each of the three 
shots. 
Just how the third shot will be 
given is still a mystery to all per­ 
sons in Marin. The third shot “is I 
important to the development of 
good 
immunity,” 
said 
Dr. 
Al­ 
brecht, “but right now we don’t 
know how or when it will be 
given.” 
She admitted 
that the tele­ 
gram announcing only two inocu­ 
lations came as a surprise to her 
and said some type of program 
may be developed within the next 
seven months to remedy the situa­ 
tion.

Thomas, a veteran of more than 
19 years on the Tam board, and 
Hayes, present board chairman, 
disclosed their intentions after a 
period of silence which had the 
Tam administration on edge. It 
had been feared that the two vet­ 
erans would withdraw from this 
year’s elections. 
Thomas’ candidacy was on file 
with the county superintendent’s 
office, while Hayes has yet to sub­ 
mit his official p>apers. 
In point of service, Thomas is 
the oldest of the five-man Tam 
board. He was appointed in De­ 
cember, 1936 and was elected the 
following year. In a telephone in­ 
terview yesterday afternoon, he 
released the following statem ent:

Governor Signs Bill Making 


Second Deck Funds Available 


SACRAMENTO (¿P)—Gov. Good­ 
win J. Knight today signed a bill 
making six million dollars from 
the school land fund available as 
a loan for completion of the lower 
level of the Richmond-San Rafael 
Bridge. 
The bill, by Sen. Jack McCarthy 
(R-San Rafael), specifies that the 
money can be repaid out of the 
first bonds issued for the bridge 
or from tolls or other agreement. 
Original plans called for only 
one deck at first on the 60-million- 
dollar span, with a second level 
to be added later. 
In final form, the bridge would 
have three lanes of traffic going 
one way on one fevel and three 
lanes going the other way on the 
second deck. 
State engineers have estimated 
that the single-level would be fin­ 
ished by October 1956. 
Last winter, 
Knight advocated 


building a second level when state 
engineers revealed th at some four 
million dollars had been pared off 
original estimates of the bridge 
cost. 
Public Works Director 
Frank 
Durkee said the four million dol­ 
lar saving would bring the cost of 
the second deck down to six mil­ 
lion.

Master Roads Plan Needs 
Consideration By The Cities 


Last W ednesdays meeting over whether a 


bridge should be built on Bon Air Road be­ 


tween Larkspur and Marin General Hospital, 


pointed u p the need for adoption of the 


count\'s master roads and highways plan. 


T h e county has spent thousands of dollars 
in developing this plan, yet it cannot go 
ahead until the plan has been approved by 
the cities. Reason is that although the county 
in ay build a super highway right up to a 
citv limit, there is nothing the county can 
do to fone a city to build any kind ol a 


road inside the city. 


This is as it should be. We would not 
want the county to ha\e the power of forcing 


a city to do its will. W t it is obvious that 
in something like a road or highway, whith 
crosses citv, county and state lines indis­ 
criminately, cooperation is necessarv. 


A similar situation existed in this country 
in the eatlv davs of the railroads. Each com­ 


pany that started a railroad set its own width 
of rails. I here were about as many different 
gauges as there were railroads. W hen one 
railroad came to the end of its line, to the 
point where another railroad started, pas­ 
sengers had to disembark and (hange tiams. 


Jt was not possible to switch an engine or 


car from one road to another. 


Finally the railroads all got together and 
decided on a standard gauge. Now you can 
ride from one side of the country to the 
other on the same train, although you may 


travel on several railroads. 


Such an attempt at cooperation is the 
master roads and highways plan. It is aimed

Nasser, Who Won A Revolution, 


Is Now Trying To Rebuild Egypt 


CAIRO UP) — It is one thing 
to run a revolution. It is quite 
another thing to build up a na­ 
tion after you have won a revo­ 
lution. 
Lieut. Col. Gamal Abdel Nas­ 
ser, the 37-year-ola strong man 
of Egypt, spent 10 years plotting 
the Army’s overthrow 
of 
King 
Farouk. That was accomplished 
nearly three years ago. Nasser 
now seems quietly determined to 
devote the rest of his life carry­ 
ing out a reform program that 
will cure his backward country 
of its ancient ills. 


HE TOLI> OF his hopes the 
other day in a rare interview 
granted to a group of visiting 
American newsmen. Coming into 
the anteroom of his headquar­ 
ters, you had the feeling the rev­ 
olution had just been pulled off 
a few moments before. 
It was crowded with milling 
army officers and businessmen, 
all anxious to reach the leader’s 
ear. Armed guards lounged by 
the windows, carefully scrutinized 
each visitor who entered. 


PRIME MINISTER Nasser, 6 
feet tall and handsome, greeted 
the 
newsmen 
pleasantly, 
an­ 
swered each question slowly and 
thoughtfully. He spoke in per­ 
fect English. 
Nasser, who proved himself a 
master plotter in his seizure of 
power, spoke many times bitter­ 
ly of “the landlords” whom he 


holds responsible for Egypt’s pov­ 
erty and past corruption. 
Millions of acres of land have 
been redistributed 
to 
peasants 
under his regime. 


“NO MAN NOW can control 
more than 300 acres.” he said. 
His problems range from pro­ 
viding fertilizer to small farmers 
to the building of giant irriga­ 
tion and industrial projects. But 
Nasser emphasized the new re­ 
gime’s attack on illiteracy. Less 
than one out of four of Egypt's 
teeming 
22 
millions now can 
read or write. 
“We plan to build 4,000 new 
schools in the next 10 years,” he 
said. “Last year we completed 
368, more than had ever been 
built in so short a time before.” 


THE PRIME MINISTER indi­ 
cated he felt free elections were 
meaningless 
until 
the 
voters 
■were educated enough to vote 
for their own best interests. 
“We hoped to have an election 
in 1956,” he said. “But it has 
always been easy to hold ar­ 
ranged elections in this area. We 
don’t intend to let the landlords 
who misled Egypt before mis­ 
lead her again.” 


THE IMPRESSION gained by 
his listeners was 
that 
neither 
Nasser 
nor 
his 
revolutionary 
council of young army officers 
intend to step down from pow­ 
er until their reform program 


has modernized Egypt. Of this 
task Nasser has written, “It is 
not in the twinkling of an eye 
that one is able to set right the 
waste of so many centuries.” 


Nasser, a quiet, self-ontrolled 
dynamo, never haised his voice. 
It is his 
philosophy 
“we 
are 
strong when we remain calm.” 
Even 
when 
one 
newsman 
brashly questioned whether any 
of Nasser’s own relatives had 
benefitted from the land redis­ 
tribution 
program, 
the 
Prime 
Minister, 
Instead 
of 
bristling, 
merely looked at him for a mo­ 
ment, then said quietly, "No.”

NASSER SAID he saw no so­ 
lution to the tense situation with 
Israel, because of the pressure 
from hundreds of thousands of 
Arabs dispossessed there. 
‘‘We cannot control these refu­ 
gees — they want to return to 
their homeland,” he said. “On 
the frontier we are afraid of the 
Israelis and they are afraid of 
us.” 


At the close of the interview 
Nasser, presented 
each 
visitor 
with an autographed portrait. 


SOME OBSERVERS in Cairo 
see Nasser as a young idealist 
trying to carry out a socialistic 
program that will collapse of its 
own weight. 
“Already the people are begin­ 
ning to ask, ‘The revolution was 
fine—but now what's in it for 
me?” one said. 
Others feel that Nasser has 
grown in stature with his job, 
and that through his hok’ on the 
loyalty of the young nationalis­ 
tic officers he can sit in the sad­ 
dle of power for a long time to 
come. 


ALL AGREE that Nasser, the 
the postal clerk’s son who threw 
out a king, has been personally 
incorruptible—and that he has 
made progress in improving his 
country.

Taxing Unit Is 


Better After 


Housedeaning 


The 55,000.000 American tax­ 
payers and their families, who 
will be completing their federal 
returns 
by 
today, 
deserve 
to 
know that the Internal Revenue 
Service is back on its feet — and 
can look the public straight in 
the eye without being afraid its 
face is dirty. 
It has emerged from the most 
radical and rigorous houseclean- 
ing that Washington has wit­ 
nessed for a long time and is to­ 
day the ally of the taxpayer — 
not his enemy. 
We can never measure, for 
sure, how near to the brink of 
disrepute and fatal decay the 
scandal-ridden, 
t a x-collecting 
arm of the government had crept 
a few years ago. But we do know 
that it had “earned” such public 
disgust and distrust — because 
of corruption on top — that the 
U.S. tax system was headed to­ 
ward mass evasion. 
This is the kind of thing which 
has brought more than one dem­ 
ocratic government to the point 
of moral and financial collapse. 


IT COULD HAPPEN here. It 
came near to happening. 
It isn’t happening now. For­ 
tunately every sign is in the op­ 
posite 
direction. 
Two 
recent 
headlines tell the story: 
P A R I S — Tax 
Revolt 
Cows 
French Regime. 
There mob violence had brok­ 
en out and the French Parlia­ 
ment was paralyzed as thou­ 
sands of merchants were de­ 
manding that the tax inspectors 
be denied the right to check their 
books to prevent fraud. 
NEW YORK — Henry Grüne­ 
wald Sentenced to 5 Years for 
Tax Fixing. 
Here a 
notorious influence- 
peddler found he couldn’t get 
away writh it any longer. 


THE FEDERAL 
income 
tax 
used to be a tax for the few. To­ 
day it touches nearly every fam ­ 
ily in the nation and bites deep­ 
ly. In 1914 there were only about 
300,000 returns. In the ’30s there 
were only 5,000,000. This week 
the tax collector will reach into 
the pocketbooks of some 55,000- 
000. 
The secret 
ingredient 
which 
makes the U.S. tax system work 
- and work well is “voluntary com­ 
pliance.” You just can’t collect 
$65 to $70 billion a year from 
55,000,000 taxpayers without gen­ 
uine voluntary compliance. What 
it comes down to is that at about 
this time each year, nearly ev­ 
ery taxpayer comes forward to 
the collector’s window and says: 
“Here, Mr. Tax Collector—ac­ 
cording to my calculations my 
income was so much, and ac­ 
cording to your tables I owe you 
so much and here it is.” 


THE AMERICAN people will 
not indefinitely honor an inter­ 
nal revenue service which has 
dishonored — and despoiled it­ 
self. Massive tax evasion would 
replace massive tax compliance 
and the end of stable government 
would be in sight. That was the 
peril — and it was no less than 
that—which became an ominous 
cloud over Washington and over 
the nation a few years ago. 
S c a n d a l 
a n d 
corruption 
wracked the top 
levels of 
the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue. 
Nine of the nation’s collectors 
of internal revenue had to walk 
the plank, indicted, convicted, 
jailed or fired in a frantic effort 
to retrieve something of what 
the country came to feel was 
“the mess in Washington.”

vaccine for polio but— 
One of man's oddities is that 
while he works overtime to make 
his life longer he also looks for 
ways to make it shorter. 
While scientists 
struggled 
to 
find a 
weapon 
against 
polio, 
others were busy making bigger 
and better hydrogen explosives. 
A thousand years from now, if 
there are any humans 
left in 
those days and they have formed 
a way to end war, they may look 
back on these days and wonder: 


“WHY COULDN’T those 20th 
century people ever find a cure 
for the most dreaded disease of 
all: pushing. People were for­ 
ever pushing other people. 
“he money they spent looking 
for a cure for polio, or cancer 
or heart disease was only a pit­ 
tance compared with what they 
spent on defending themselves 
from one another.” 
Jonas E. Salk, the young doc­ 
tor who developed the polio vac­ 
cine, may prove over man’s long 
history to have been worth more 
than a thousand armies. 
But that’s problematical. Man­ 
kind without much trouble may 
make far more cripples in the 
next war than Salk ever dreamed 
of saving from polio paralysis. 
It isn’t hard to look back, and 
not far, to find that while man­ 
kind 
was 
continually 
seeking 
ways to save itself it was ener­ 
getically finding new ways to 
destroy itself. 
In 1784, just as Edward Jen- 
ner was on the verge of finding 
a 
vaccine 
against 
smallpox, 
British Lt. Henry Shrapnel in­ 
vented a highly effective shot for 
mowing men down in bunches. 


AND JUST ABOUT the time 
Ignaz 
Semmelweiss, 
a 
young 
doctor in a Vienna hospital, in 
1847 was inching toward the pre­ 
vention of childbed fever which 
destroyed 
mothers 
in batches, 
the military world was produc­ 
ing a rifled cannon that could 
hurl shot farther than ever be­ 
fore. 
All Europe was feverishly build­ 
ing modern armies at the very 
moment in 1185 when Louis Pas­ 
teur was first inoculating a hu­ 
man being a.gainst rabies. 
Pasteur, who had lived through 
the Franco-Prussian War, knew 
how mankind was tearing itself 
apart in the struggle between 
life and death. At the opening 
of the Pasteur Institute in 1888 
he said: 
“Two opposing laws seem to 
me now in contest. The one, a 
law of blood and death, opening 
out each day new modes of des­ 
truction, forces nations to be al­ 
ways ready for battle. 
“The other, a law 
of 
peace, 
work and health, whose only aim 
is to deliver man from the ca­ 
lamities which beset him. The 
one seeks violent conquests, the 
other the relief of mankind . . . 
“Which of these two laws will 
prevail, God only knows . . .”

INDIA'S LEADER— I 


Nehru More 


Determined To 


Keep Reds Out 


(NOTE: First of two article.) 
By HAROLD K. MILKS 


NEW DELHI, India (J5)—Prime 
Minister Nehru says he doesn’t 
want to be the leader of free 
Asia. But if he stands up suc­ 
cessfully to Red China’s men at 
t h e 
Asian-African 
conference 
next month, he may find the Job 
thrust upon him. 
Admittedly Nehru remains to­ 
day a strong neutralist and a 
powerful supporter of the theory 
of coexistence, which to many 
has a pro-Communist tinge. But 
at the same time he is virtually 
ruler of the largest nation in 
free Asia. And his publicly an­ 
nounced determination to pre­ 
vent domination of its 360 m il­ 
lion people by communism ha* 
grown stronger and stronger in 
recent weeks. 


THIS DETERMINATION will 
meet its greatest test, it appears, 
at the Bandung, Indonesia, Par­ 
ley of more than 20 Asian and 
African nations April 18-24. If 
Nehru supports the cause of de­ 
mocracy there as wholeheartedly 
as he has begun to do at horn« 
he should emerge as the No. 1 
man in all free Asia. 
Advance indications are that 
the Nehru delegation to Ban­ 
dung will talk about both com­ 
munism and colonialism. High 
on the list of subjects the group 
hopes to talk about is a commu­ 
nity development 
program 
to 
show people how to help them ­ 
selves. This is regarded by Nehru 
as the most effective means of 
combating communism 
or 
any 
other “ism.” 
But, at a 
conference 
repre­ 
senting 
more 
than 
half 
the 
world’s population, it 
will 
be 
hard for Nehru to pass up op­ 
portunities to lead the way in 
the organization of a third world 
power bloc, though he has re*r 
peatedly denied any such inten­ 
tions. 


IF SUCH A 
movement 
got 
started at Bandung, wdiich way 
would it go? 
“It’s just a question of making 
Nehru’s thoughts — and state­ 
ments—on international affairs 
match his thoughts and state­ 
ments on internal affairs,” says 
one Westerner who is familiar 
with the situation. 
Western observers krre have 
watched with deej# concern In­ 
dia’s support of many things 
called Communist. 
They have heard Nehru cam­ 
paign for seating Red China in 
the United Nations, heard him 
blame the West for Indochina’s 
situation, listened to his attacks 
on Syngman Rhee and Chiang 
Kai-shek. 


BUT A CHANGE is showing up 
in the attitude of Nehru — and 
India. 
Nehru has scathingly attacked 
Indian communism, accusing the 
left-wingers of being more con­ 
cerned with the welfare of for­ 
eign powers—specifically Soviet 
Russian and Red China — than 
with that of their own country. 
“Communism may be good for 
China but I believe democracy 
fits more nearly the require­ 
ments of India and its people," 
he has said in almost every re­ 
cent speech. 
In the past the Prime M inis­ 
ter has 
publicly rejected 
tha 
theory that the expanding pow­ 
er of Red China threatened In­ 
dia or its neighbors. But those 
close to the Prime Minister be­ 
lieve doubts have crept into his 
thinking since last year’s visit 
to Red China. Certainly the pros­ 
pect of a powerful China extend­ 
ing political and economic in­ 
fluences into Southeast Asia has 
been disturbing many Indian of­ 
ficials. 


THOSE WHO WANT to heal 
Nehru’s 
rift 
with the West— 
which many say is largely based 
on 
misunderstanding 
r a t h e r 
than sharp fundamental bitter­ 
ness—view his concern over in­ 
ternal communism here as a first 
step in that direction. 
“Nehru can’t attack commu­ 
nism at home without recogniz­ 
ing its link with international 
communism,” explained one for­ 
eign observer. 
Nehru’s 
active 
c a m p a i g n 
against Indian communism date* 
from the recent Andhra state 
election battle in which Congress 
leaders 
campaigned 
vigorously 
on a strong anti-Communist plat­ 
form. The Communists were the 
main opposition and the Con­ 
gress landslide victory over left- 
wing candidates was generally 
credited to the 
fact 
its 
party 
campaigners for the first time 
took off their gloves and por­ 
trayed the Communists as a for- 
eign-dominated group.

Nehru has given the formation 
of the Southeast Asia Treaty Or­ 
ganization at Bangkok. 
Nehru is still against it but 
he abandoned his strong attacks 
on the pact as a threat to Indian 
and Asian peace. Instead, recent 
references called the agreement 
“useless.”

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Assembly Gets 4-Cent Tax Bill 


SA C R A M E N T O (JF) — The ques­ 
tion of a uniform 4 per cent sales 
tax— with the counties getting in 
on it for *the 
first 
time— was 
placed before the Assembly today. 


The 
Assembly’s 
Revenue 
and 
Taxation Committee 
heeded 
the 
plea of retailers that the present 
situation is chaotic and approved 
the hotly-debated legislation last 
night, 12 to 4. 


It did so over strenuous protests 
of the counties against revenue- 
sharing features. 
Spokesmen for 


both the A F L and C IO objected 
to a raise in a tax they have op­ 
posed from the start as unfair to 
low income groups. 


The bill, sponsored by the Lea­ 
gue of California Cities and the 
California Retailers’ Assn., 
pro­ 
poses to allow the 58 counties to 
impose a 1 per cent sales 
tax. 
This would be on top of the 3 cent 
state levy. 


Of the state’s 316 cities (in­ 
cluding San Rafael and M ill V al­ 
ley), 173 already are collecting 


anywhere from % to l ' i cents 
on retail 
purchases. 
The 
bill 


doesn't affect the cities directly. 
But both sides agreed it would 
encourage the 143 with no sales 


ta x to put one in— rather than 
see the county get the money. 


There was no argument 
over 
provisions to let the State Board 
of Equalization be the collector as 
well for local sales taxes. 


California counties 
long 
have 
sought the power to enter the sales 
tax field. But leaders of the County 


Supervisors’ Assn. spoke out force­ 


fully 
against 
amendments 
they 


said would cut the counties out of 


60 million dollars a year in rev­ 


enue. 


The committee rejected the su­ 
pervisors’ proposal that the coun­ 
ties be given one-quarter of every 
cent taken in by retailers in the 
cities. 


Instead, it agreed with the lea­ 


gue of cities that 
the 
countie« 


would receive only the taxes col­ 
lected 
in 
unincorporated 
areas. 
This was estimated to be 
worth 
211 a million if all counties adopted 
a sales tax.

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High Court Still In Air 


On Desegregation Order 


WASHINGTON m — The S u­ 
preme C ourt’s nine justices today 
begin pondering the complexities 
of putting into precise words or­ 
ders to wipe out segregation of 
whites 
and 
Negroes 
in 
public 
schools. 


Four days of conflicting argu­ 


m ents over w hat the court should 
do ended yesterday w ithout any 
indication th a t the Justices had 
settled on w hat they should say 
in the court’s decrees. 


“The naked question,” as Ju s­ 
tice Hugo L. Black phrased it, was 
settled last May 17. O n#that day 
the court struck down its 1896 
“separate but equal doctrine,” and 
said segregation in the schools is 
unconstitutional. 
But im portant questions, as well 


as legal technicalities, still m ust b« 
decided. 


One of the toughest is w hether 
the court itself should fix a cut­ 
off date for ending segregation. 
Three different viewpoints were 
presented in the arguments. 


The Eisenhower adm inistration, 
represented by U. S. Solicitor G en­ 
eral Simon E. Sobeloff, argued 
against a firm deadline, saying 
the m atter should be left largely 
to U.S. D istrict Courts. B ut Sobe­ 
loff urged the Supreme Court, “to 
suggest motion, to encourage m o­ 
tion.” His argum ent added up to: 
Avoid a fixed, inflexible deadline; 
avoid also interm inable delay. 


Thrugood M arshall, chief coun­ 
sel for Negro parents involved in 
the cases, urged a fixed date.

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Rapid Transit System Can Cross 
Gate Bridge But Is It Feasible? 


Bv CHAPIN A. DAY 
Golden Gate Bridge can carry 
rapid transit under certain con­ 
ditions, but whether it would be 
economically feasible at this time 
or serving the best interests of 
both auto and transit riders is 
questionable. 
That was the report Wednesday 
of Walter Douglas, partner in an 
engineering firm studying transit 
facilities for the Bay Area Rapid 
Transit Commission. 
“We have made intensive stu­ 
dies of the Golden Gate Bridge 
and have come to conclusions as 
to how rapid transit could be put 
on it,” Douglas declared, under 
questioning 
from 
commissioner 
Marvin Lewis. “ However, stresses 
in that bridge would be higher 
than the design stress and we’d 
have to do something about it. 


WEIGHT ALLOWANCE 
“ A dead weight capacity for 
rapid transit was figured into the 
original design of the bridge, but 
that was used up in the lateral 
bracing 
they’ve 
just 
put 
in," 
Douglas went on. “ We’re still con­ 
sidering overcoming this disadvan­ 
tage by removing weight, for ex­ 
ample the concrete deck and re­ 
placing it with something lighter, 
but we haven’t reached a decision 
yet as to whether it either is good 
or bad.” 
Jack Beckett of Kentfield, M a­ 
rin representative on the commis­ 
sion and chairman of its engi­ 
neering committee, declared there 
“has never 
been 
an indication 
that transit would not go on the 
bridge.” 
“ There seems to be an impres­ 
sion that transit facilities to M a­ 
rin and the North Bay counties 
hinges almost exclusively on the 
Golden 
Gate 
Bridge,” 
Beckett 
■went on. “This just isn’t true. The 
real question of inclusion of the 
North Bay in the first phase of 
rapid transit construction is the 
economics of the whole system. 
If 
getting 
over 
Golden 
Gate 
Bridge were the only problem, we’d 
be there now—on paper.” 
Discussion of the Gate Bridge 
and of the Bay Bridge came after 
Commissioner Lewis had interrupt­ 
ed the calm of a commission meet­ 
ing in San Francisco by what he 
called, “ waving a red flag.” 


LEWIS MAKES CHARGES 
He charged that the engineering 
firm of Parsons, Brinkerhoff, Hall 
and Macdonald, which the com­ 
mission hired to conduct its sur­ 
vey, had not properly considered 
carrying transit across the bridges; 
than an outside engineering con­ 
sultant should study the bridges 
to determine their ability to carry 
a transit load; that studies had 
been “ essentially finalized” and 
being discussed with local agencies 
without the approval of the com­ 
mission; and that routes were be­ 
ing laid out for transit before the 
type of transit had been deter­ 
mined. 
Beckett, who said that Lewis was 
“ way off base in several respects,” 
declared it was proper to find out 
where people wanted to go, put 
terminals then for them to leave 
& 
transit 
facility, 
connect 
the 
terminals with routes and then 
determine the best transit method. 
The Marin man also pointed out 
that the engineers had studied the 
bridges and that the studies have 
not been “ essentially finalized.” He 
said a letter to the city of San 
Francisco asking for a meeting 
on the route plans was written by 
the commissioner secretary, not 
the engineers, and was for the 
purpose of coordinating the com­ 


mission's planning with that of 
San Francisco. 
Lewis insisted on employing an 
outside engineer and launched into 
an hour-long battle which at one 
point lowered to a personal ex­ 
change with Rush 
Ziegenfelder, 
engineer in charge of the study. 
In the end he withdrew his mo- 
j tion that an independent engi­ 
neer be hired. 
NOT ENOUGH IMAGINATION’ 
Lewis had support from R. W. 
i Breuner, vice 
chairman of 
the 
commission. He said that “all is 
not peace and honey” on the en­ 
gineering committee and that in 
his opinion there is "not nearly 
enough imagination" being used 
in the concept of the rapid tran­ 
sit plan. 
Douglas admitted that his firm 
was “giving earnest consideration” 
to a tube from Oakland to Wash­ 
ington street in San Francisco to 


handle rapid transit, but said the 
idea “had not been finalized.” 


Marin’s 
o t h e r 
commissioner, 
George Goheen of Mill Valley, told 
Lewis not to worry 
about the 
Golden Gate Bridge. “ If we need 
additional 
engineering 
on 
that 
bridge, you’ll hear from the North 
Bay representatives,” he declared. 


The commissioners also heard a 
detailed report on developments 
in so-called “ aerial transit,” the 
high speed, automatic ruber-tired 
trains proposed by Henry K. Nor­ 
ton, New York railroad executive 
and parttime resident of San R a ­ 
fael.

Innocent Man Imprisoned 
19 Years To Get Pension

ST. PAUL, M inn. 
(JP)—A man 
who went through 19 years of hurt 
and 
hum iliation 
in 
M innesota 
prisons will w ithin a few weeks 
earn the final reward of a plod­ 
ding justice. 
Slender 
Leonard 
H ankins 
of 
Dawson Springs, Ky., w ill accept 
the first of $300 m onthly pension 
checks, M innesota’s paym ent for 
the years of suffering it inflicted 
on an innocent -nan. 
H ankins will accept it with grat­ 
itude, some 
disappointm ent and 
no bitterness. 


“It’s enough to live on,” the 59- 
year-old Southerner said in a res­ 
onant drawl that carried no anger. 
“But I ’m kind of disappointed 
th at they couldn’t done more for 
m e.” 
A bill providing H ankins with 
$300 a m onth the rest of his life 
has been passed by both houses of 
the M innesota Legislature. W hen 
a 
number 
of 
other 
unrelated 
claim s are settled by a conference 
com m ittee, the bill goes to the 
governor. 
H ankin’s 
paym ents 
would be retroactive to Jan. 1. 
*T thank God that the legisla­ 
ture did as much for me as it 
did,” H ankins said.

James Stewart Plays Selfish 
Gunfighter In Tar Country'

The makers and star of ‘ Bend 
of the River” 
and 
“Winchester 
73,” good pictures both, again get 
together in the production of a n ­ 
other eye-filing, thrillful spectacle 
and, by staking a claim in the 
Klondike, strike gold in “The F ar 
Country’ opening Sunday at the 
Sequoia. 
The film, done in Technicolor, j 
tells the lusty yarn of a cattleman 
who, straying far from his home 
on the range, meanders into Daw­ 
son, in the days of ’98 along with 
a passel of cowrs which he figures 
will 
provide 
the 
moose-eating 
miners with a welcome change of 
diet and, in the process, provide 
him with a bankroll. 
James Stewart plays the w an­ 
dering cowrboy-~a quiet dangerous, 
strictly non-altruistic gent whose 
reputation as a gunfighter 
pre­ 
cedes him from one community to 
the next. And it is this reputation j 
that, after his m eat on the hoof 
is safely ensconced on butcher 
hooks, causes Dawson’s more solid 
citizens to draft him for the oner­ 
ous job of cleaning out a resource­ 
ful gang of thugs and claim jum p­ 
ers led by a peculiarly versatile, 
iron-minded character (John Me- 
Intire) who, one way or another, 
makes a business of lifting the 
prospectors’ hard-filled pokes. 
T h at Jimmy, after he realizes 
th at no m an can live for himself 
alone, does his necessarily violent 


job well and to the dismay of the 
desperadoes, goes without saying. 
And he gets some efficient help 
from a pair of appetizing 
girls, 
one of whom, R uth Roman, plays 
the good-bad queen of a gambling 
hell, and Corinne Calvet who, in a 
startling 
departure 
from 
type­ 
casting, 
portrays 
a 
virtuous, if 
s o m e w h a t tomboyish heroine. 
Other principals in the good cast 
include Jay Flippen, Walter Bren­ 
nan and Henry Morgan. 
“The F ar Country,” while cut 
according to pattern, never flags 
in interest, is packed with a divers­ 
ity of 
amusing 
characterizations 
and authentically, honestly repro­ 
duces the colorful atmosphere of 
the mining towns, the life on the 
gold creeks. 
Too, the picture is 
pictorially 
magnificent 
because, 
fortunately 
enough, 
it was not 
filmed amid the dreary sameness 
of the Yukon basin but in Alberta’s 
spectacularly beautiful 
J a s p e r 
Park. 
(NOTE: 
An 
accumulation 
of 
small, 
wrell-conceived happenings 
gradually, logically builds up to a 
climax th a t possesses 
something 
of the tense, single-purpossness of 
“Shane.” You’ll leave the show- 
house happily limp with excite­ 
ment.)

Basically, this does not seem like 
much of a plot, even when you add 
Peter Marshall’s successes in New 
York and in Washington, where 
he became pastor at the “church 
of the Presidents.” Yet Richard 
Todd turns in such a magnificent 
performance th at it’s hard to be­ 
lieve he is acting. Todd’s m aster­ 
ful job of preaching the sermons 
are almost the best thing in the 
film. 
M arshall’s religion was one all 
men could understand — an in ­ 
tensely personal relationship with 
God. Two of the sermons deliv­ 
ered by Todd—one' when he takes 
over his Washington church and 
another on the meaning of death 
given to Annapolis midshipmen— 
are among the most moving scenes 
on film in years.

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Dentists Hit Danger'Argument In Debate On Fluorides 


A discussion on whether Marin 
County 
should 
have 
fluorides 
added to its water system was 
marked by contradictions yester­ 
day morning on Kitty Oppenheim- 
er's KTIM Sounding Board prog­ 
ram. 
Charges that inorganic fluorides 
were extremely toxic to the body 
were countered with rp,orts that 
there is no danger or harm from 
the use of one million parts of 
water containing only one part 
fluoride, or that almost anything 
taken in excess can be toxic. 
„ 
In response to other charges that 
medical associations were propa- 


gandized into believing the addi­ 
tion of fluorides to drinking water 
is safe, two Marin dentists claimed 
they made up their minds inde­ 
pendents from reading scientific 
reports in medical and scientific 
journals. 


Favoring the addition of fluor­ 
ides to M arin’s drinking water for 
the purpose of reducing tooth de­ 
cay were two dentists, Dr. John 
Dumon of San Anselmo, and Dr. 
William Upton of San Rafael. 


Strongly 
opposed 
to 
fluoride 
programs was Mrs. William G. W itt 
of Lafayette, a 
housewife 
and 


mother of two doctors who has I 
made an extensive study into the 
use, effects and backgrounds of 
fluoride programs. 
Samuel Gardiner, attorney for 
Marin Municipal "Water District, 
spoke only in regard to the dis­ 
trict’s legal position on fluorida­ 
tion. 
Mrs. Wilt quoted from a medical i 
text which said fluorides in minute 
quantities were toxic, make bones 
and teeth brittle, and cause skin 
and internal disorders. 
Both Dr. Dumon and Dr. Upton 
agreed that extensive observations 
on fluoride programs have shown 


that water systems with one part 
fluoride to one million parts of 
water are free from danger. 


Mrs. Wilt said effects of drink­ 
ing such water are cumulative, that 
the fluorides are retained in the 
body. Eventually enough is accum­ 
ulated to be dangerous. 
Not so, countered the dentists. 
Dr. Dumon said it has been proven 
conclusively that, after adolescence, 
for a given amount of fluorides 
ingested from a fluoriaed water 
system, a like ^amount can 
be 
found excreted from the body. 


Mrs. Wilt explained that most 


fluorides used for water systems 
were produced from leavings of 
aluminum ore and from fertilizers. 
I 
"They have made millions from 
it,” she said, referring to alum­ 
inum and fertilizer producing in­ 
terest. 
She said these interests have 
financially backed such agencies 
as the National Research Council, 
the Institute of Pacific Relations 
and others in seeking approval on 
the use of fluorides. 
Even Com­ 
munist front organizations have 
propagandized toward the use of 
fluorides, she added. 
U. 
S. 
Congressional 
hearings 


brought this out a year ago, she 
said. 


The 
fact that the American 
Medical Assn. and other health 
and welfare agencies have approv­ 
ed 
fluoridation 
in principle, is 
partly the result of the activities 
of the research and Communist 
front groups, Mrs. Wilt charged.

and dental hygiene must also be 
attended to. 
In Boulder, Colo., where the 
water contains no fluorides, people 
in the 40-50 age group have an 
average of 22 teeth decayed, filled, 
or missing, and an average loss 
per person of 15 teeth, said Dr. 
Dumon. 
But in Colorado Springs, where 
water contains a natural supply 
of fluorides, people in the same 
age group have only an average 
of 11 teeth decayed, filled or miss­ 


ing, and have lost an average of 
only three teeth, he added. 


Explaining the legal position of 
Marin Municipal Water District, 
Gardiner said it had no authority 
or power to use water rates for the 
installation of a fluoridation sys­ 
tem. Its only power is to harvest 
the annual crop of rainfall, store it 
and distribute.

“None of us are exempt from

1 ~NE YEAR OLD 
The Marin Chapter was founded 
exactly one year ago today (April 
15, 1954). Members are parents of 
palsied children. The group main­ 
tains a cooperative nursery for 
small children and has purchased 
a station wagon to transport chil­ 
dren to all activities. Frank Bosl 
of the Sausalito Rotary Club and 
manager of the Sausalito Branch 
of Bank of America has “rendered 
yeoman service,” Mrs. Hoover said, 
in the drive for funds. 
She described a Marin family 
which has three palsied children, 
all of excellent mentality. This 
type of victim of the disease, she 
declared, can become the useful 
citizen. The process is expensive— 
$12 an hour for speech therapists. 
With polio virtually conquered, 
she indicated that now wras the 
time to turn efforts toward the 
battle against cerebral palsy, whose 
effects can be every bit as fright­ 
ening as those of poliomyelitis.

INCOME TAX FACTS 
If You Miss Deadline, 


Here's What You Do

Public Accountant 
I hope you have already filed 
your 1954 Federal income tax re­ 
turn. 
If not, then you should put this 
paper down and get that return in 
the mail before 
the Post Office 
closes. 
If, for some 
good r e a s o n , 
you 
c a n n o t 
mak$ it, then 
get 
a 
request 
for an exten­ 
sion of time in 
the mail right 
away. See Wed­ 
nesday’s c o l ­ 
umn for details 
Peter J. Wikel 
of how to do 
this. 
The law provides a penalty of 
5 to 25 per cent of the tax for 
failure to file on time, as well as 
interest at 6 per cent per annum. 
It may be that you owe some 
taxes and cannot pay them at this 
time. Do not let that stop you 
from filing your return. 
File your return. If you cannot 
pay the tax, filing the return will 
save this 5 to 25 per cent penalty, 
and Uncle Sam will send you a 
bill for the tax due. 
You will have to pay the tax 
sooner or later, but your cost will 
be only 6 per cent interest. 
Have you filed your tax return 
and now find that it would have 
been to your advantage to itemize 
your deductions instead of taking 
the standard deduction; or that it 
would have been to your advan­ 
tage to take the standard deduc­ 
tion instead of itemizing your de­ 
ductions? 
If you filed your return one way, 
and now find that the other m eth­ 
od would result in a lower tax bill, 
you can file an amended return 
and a claim for the refund due. 
This applies to the calendar years 
of 1952, 1953 and 1954. . 
In the light of what you now 
know about taxes and deductions, 
it might be interesting to exam ­ 
ine your 1952 and .1953 returns and 
see if there is a possible refund 
there. 
The statute of limitations for 
filing refund claims is three years ! 
from the due date of the return or 
two years from the date the tax 
was paid, whichever is later. 
In this re-examination of your 
tax returns, if you find that you 
and your wife have filed separate 
returns and that it would be to 
your advantage to file joint re­ 
turns, you can change your elec­ 
tion from separate returns to Joint 
by filing an amended return for 
that year and a claim for the re­ 
fund due. 
Please note that this works only | 
one way; you cannot change from 
a joint return to separate returns. 
In order to do this, too, any tax 
due on these returns must be paid 
before or at the time of filing the 


amended return. 
On filing an amended tax re­ 
turn, it is a good idea to ask your 
local office of the Internal Rev­ 
enue Service for a blank form for 
the year or years that you are 
going to file amended returns. 
Be sure and mark amended re­ 
turn at the top “AMENDED" so 
there will be no 
possibility 
of 
Uncle Sam mistaking your inten­ 
tion. 
Every amended return is au­ 
dited, and where refunds are due. 
they 
are 
generally 
paid 
very 
promptly. 
I hope that these articles have 
helped you with your federal in­ 
come taxes in some way. It has 
been a pleasure for me to write 
them and have you read them. I 
hope to see you again next year 
in the columns of this same news­ 
paper.

Sidewalk Project Agency Opens In Marin 


Gets Under Way 


A $1,400 sidewalk repair proj­ 
ect on Lincoln avenue in San R a­ 
fael started yesterday in the city’s 
continuing program for im prove­ 
m ent of defective sidewalks torn 
up by city tree roots. 
City Street Supt. Norris Rau’les 
announced th a t this project winds 
up the sidewalk work for this 
fiscal year. G hilotti Bros., which 
won the contract in a bid against 
five other contractors, expects to 
complete the Lincoln avenue job 
in about a wreek. 
The project calls for repair of 
Interm ittent stretches of sidewalk 
and curbs and gutters *on Lincoln 
between Mission avenue and Ham - 
m ondale court. To be installed are 
2,000 square feet of sidewalk, 200 
lineal feet of curbs and 200 lineal 
feet of curbs and gutters. 
O ther bidders for the Job in ­ 
cluded John Carcano, Piam bo and 
B resnan, M ario Bettini, and C har­ 
les Maine, all of San Rafael. H igh­ 
est bid was $1,650. One other con­ 
tractor who took out plans and 
specifications did not subm it a bid. 
This job brings to about $5,000 
the cost of the city’s sidewalk im ­ 
provem ent program 
during 
the 
p ast year. Rawles said th a t $3,000 
of this am ount was done by con­ 
trac t and an estim ated $1,500 to 
$2,000 by the city’s own m ainte­ 
nance crews. City crews handle 
the sm aller jobs. 
The street superintendent point­ 
ed out th a t the city pays for re ­ 
pair of sidewalks th a t have been 
dam aged by city trees, but other 
sidewalk dam ages not caused by 
city property are the responsibility 
of the property owners.

Oil Group Passes Assembly 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — Over 
the 
opposition’s strong 
protests 
th a t the Legislature would be sur­ 
rendering representative govern­ 
m ent to the oil industry, the As­ 
sembly has passed legislation rec­ 
ognizing the Conservation Com­ 
m ittee of California Oil Producers 
as an authority on oil conserva­ 
tion and production in the state. 
T he measure, SB 1558, by Sen. 
Clarence C. W ard of Santa B ar­ 
bara, was approved by a 51 to 20 
vote. The bill, previously passed 
by the Senate, now goes to the 
governor. 
R ichard H. McCollister of M arin 
County presented the bill on the 
floor of the lower house. He con­ 
tended its enactm ent would be “an 
aid to oil conservation,” and th at 
state acceptance of the com m it­ 
tee’s recom m endations concerning 
rates of oil production would be 
voluntary. 


Lloyd W. Lowrey of Yolo County, 
in some of the boldest oratory of 
the present session, opposed the 
measure. 


Lowrey charged th a t in tern a­ 
tional oil cartels wanted passage 
of the bill as a “price fixing, lim ­ 
itation bill” which would be “con­ 
trary to the best interests of the 
people of California.” He further 
asserted: 
“This bill has been improperly 
lobbied. 
I 
make 
th a t 
direct 
charge.” 
The Yolo legislator referred to 
an oil lobbyist whom he did not 
name, shouting: 
“You who accept his contribu­ 
tions know who I m ean.” 
One of the bill’s proponents, S. C. 


M asterson of Richmond, denied 
the m easure was a production con- 
trpl measure. He declared it would 
be “in the interest of oil conser­ 
vation” in California. 


Gordon A. Fleury of Sacram ento 
pleaded for defeat of the bill. He 
conceded th a t he did not expect 
to change any votes by his re ­ 
marks. B ut he asserted passage 
would be the beginning of the 
end of representative government 
in California. 


Fleury challenged the constitu­ 
tionality of the measure, which he 
charged would be “delegating the 
power of the Legislature” to a 
committee “th a t no one knows 
anything about who they are, how 
they get appointed, how they are 
removed.” 


Charles E. Chapel, Inglewood, 
chairm an of the Assembly com­ 
m ittee which recommended pas­ 
sage of the bill, said the com m it­ 
tee consisted of 31 members, seven 
from “the m ajor oil companies,* 
and 24 from sm aller companies.
